CANADIAN DISCIPLINE 


“Thorough” Became Rea! Motto of 
Kitchencr’s Own Battalion 

Perhaps the strictest military dis- 
cipline ever seen in Canada was that 
introduced in the 244th (Kitchener's 
Own) Battalion organized by officerr 
of the Victoria Riles, a Montreal 
militia regiment. Canada has nevar 
been noted for the niceties of military 
discipline, the free Colonial spirit 
bending to nothing but the essentials 
of military law and order, but a new 
standard was set by the organizatioar 
which from the first sought to dc 
credit to the name and memory of the 
late Earl Kitchener of Khartoura 
When this body first went into quar- 
ters in Montreal citizens began toa 
notice that officers of the 244th were 
saluted by their men even in such 
places as departmental store build- 
ings. Coming up the stairs from the 
basement to the strect floor of such 
buildings privates were seen to come 
to attention and salute their super- 
Jors, who smilingly returned the salute. 
Officers of other units were frankly 
amazed at such conduct, recognizing 
it as entirely unnecessary for rankers 
to “bother” with salutes unless on 
the street. At this the staff of the 
244th only smiled; it was part of their 
system. “Thorough” was the motto 
of Kitchener’s Own Battalion and if 
the men took it too literally no harm 
was done. 

“We do not ask the men to do such 
things; we don’t even suggest it, but 
we are pleased, because no regiment 
can be too smart and this is evidence 
that the 244th is going to be as dif- 
ferent as its name,” said an officer 
in explanation of the punctiliousness 
of his company in regard to the de- 
tails of saluting. He also pointed out 
that as the 244th was taking men of 
all classes from all parts of Canada 
there was no pride in locality or in 
old regimental history to create that 
intangible something “esprit de corps” 
without which a battalion was a mob 
of 1,100 persons. Thoroughness and 
efficiency and pride in these things 
would have to make up for the draw- 
backs and make the battalion fit to 
bear into battle Lord Kitchener's 
colors. The regin.ent had assurance, 
from Sir Sam Hughes to Lieut.-Col. 
McRobie, that it would not be broken 
up in England to reinforce other Mon- 
treal or other units and it had to give 
the authorities a chance to make good 
their promises.

tion. It quotes from a speech of Mr. 


Michener’s in March, 1915, which was 
a speech in reply to the address from 
the throne, which was not a speech 
upon Prohibition, but,a review of the 
Icgislation and subjects which were 


tu engage the attention of the leg- 


islature for that session, Among 
others was the question of Prohibi- 
tion. It quotes from Mr. Michener’s 
speech as follows: , 

“There was passed at last session 

a resolution to submit a prohibi- 

tory measure to the electors of Al 

berta. The vote will be taken in 

July. It remains to be seen wheth- 

er or not the measure carries. If 

Alberta is to keep pace with Russia, 

it must support it. I have never 

felt it to be in the interests of tem- 

perance to make this question a 

party one. I wish to assure the 

Government that we on this side 

believe in majority rule. We will 

support the enactment of prohibi- 
tion if the people of Alberta favor 
it. Furthermore, we will join the 

Government in enforcing the Act.”’ 

This address clearly sets forth the 
position that Mr. Michener has  al- 
ways taken. While the Conservative 
party were prepared to give prohibi- 
tion whenever the people by a plebis- 
cite voted a ‘substantial majority suf- 
ficient to enforce the ‘‘Act,’’ yet 
Mr. Michener’s stand has always been 
that it being a moral question it was 
not in the interests of Prohibition to 
make it a party question. If either 
party had gone to the country on 
Prohibition it is doubtful if we 
would have had such good results, 
such a splendid majority for the 
cause of Prohibition, as under the 
plebiscite supported under the Direct 
Legislation Act. 

We cannot think that the Editor of 
the Advocate is sincere in his critic 
ism but is trying to mislead the peo- 
ple by quibbling over the question of 
Prohibition and trying to get some 
party advantage for the Liberal 
cause, 

The Advocate knows’ very well 
which party has had the support of 
the liquor interests. He knows very 
well that the hotel men and liquor 
interests have always supported the 
Liberal party. That in itself is a 
complete answer to all of the Advo- 
cates carping criticism. We would 
suggest that if the Advocate has no 
stronger argument why the people 
should not vote for Mr. Michener, 
than the argument on Prohibition it 
is prima facie evidence that it has 
not much to criticize.

'IS THE HUDSON'S BAY COM- 
PANY GOING TO RUN THIS 
COUNTRY? 


Prohibition is of little use at 
Lloydminster, owing to the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. That town is half in 
Alberta and half in Saskatchewan. 
The Times describing the situation 
there says:— . 

“The Hudson’s Bay Company are 
‘evidently pleased with the success of 
their liquor store on the Saskatche- 
,wan side of the town. for they havo 
‘rented a place on the Alberta side, 
at McLeod's old stand, and intend to 
open up there in order to avail them- 
selves of the existing law that al- 
lows of the shipping of liquor from 
one province into another. The Al- 
berta store can supply Saskatche- 
wan’s needs and the store this sido 
can go on supplying Alberta's needs. 
Now, this is all very well from a 
financial standpoint; for we under 
stand that, the store already in oper- 
ation turns out about $1,500 worth 
of stuff per day. But there is another 
side to the question, Saskatchewan 
has prohibited the sale of liquor ip 
hotels, and was compelled to do a- 
way with the obnoxious dispensary 
by a vote of 10 to 1 throughout the 
province, Alberta has done likewise, 
but this does not concern the 1.8. 
Co. They intend to flout the rights 
of their old Charter in the face of 
everything. If money is to be mado 
so easily they are going to make it 
in spite of popular feeling, the pro- 
vincial laws, and everything else. 
_We consider this the height of in- 
pudence and greed to force their hy- 
uor stores upon a community that 
has expressed its attitude towards 
the liquor business, Further, we con- 
sider it a direct insult to the whole 
‘of the people of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, who have so signally declar- 
ed themselves upon the matter; and, 
lastly, it shows a supreme contempt 
to the two Provincial Governments, 
and the laws they have made. If this 
thing is allowed to go on, we might 
as well have the bars back again; in 
fact, better; for men would just go ip 
and have a drink and come away; but 
‘now the liquor is sent sealed right 
into the homes of the people that 
patronize the store. Hotel keepers 
had invested good money in their 
buildings and fittings, and conducted 
their business according to. law.

‘ships it out in dray loads—after the 
two Provincial Governments havo 
‘outlawed the  tratlic so far as the 
hotels and dispensaries ars coucerned, 
| What right has the Company to 
ride rough-shod over the two govern- 
ments and the community at large? 
Simply the right of an old Charter 
that some fool King gave them cen- 
turies ago, when times were different 
to what they are now. [t remains to 
be seen whether the 11.1.
